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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the election of species in Paper No. 
10/22/2003 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the subject matter 
of all species are sufficiently related that a through search of the subject matter of any 
one species would encompass the search of the subject matter of the remaining 
species and therefore the search and examination of the entire application can be made 
without serious burden. This is not found persuasive because each species is 
patentably distinct and require separate searches. In addition the claims are written so 
broadly that each species alone encompasses numerous possibilities and therefore a 
through search and examination of the entire application would be a serious burden. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 3-13, 15, 17, 19-21, 23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 10/22/2003 and 9/24/2003. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 16, 18 and 22 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The claims do not 
recite any limitations to making a semiconductor device, electro-optical device or 
electric device which would further limit the method of forming a molecular film as 
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recited in claim 1 . Also, please note that a preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use 
of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 
187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 14, 16, 18 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 recites "the thickness of the molecular film being 3 nm or less". This 
open-ended range is indefinite because one of ordinary skill in the art, either using 
teachings from the applicant's specification or the prior art, would not be able to 
determine the lower endpoint of the range. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dressick, 
"Patterning of Self-Assembled Films Using Lithographic Exposure Tools". 

8. Dressick disclose a patterning method using organosilane self-assembled 
monolayers in the manufacture of semiconductor devices. Organic silanes are also 
used. A ligating self-assembled monolayer is formed on a substrate and exposed to 
light through a mask to form a pattern. One example of an organosilane shown in figure 
8 is PEDA meets the limitations of the organic silicon compound in claim 2 when p=0 
and Z is an amino group.
